City of Augusta receives replica 
of 1860’s Civil War era flag

In a quiet reverent ceremony Thursday, September 27th, opening the 150th Commemoration of the Battle of Augusta, 
a small crowd gathered in Appelman Park in Augusta. Local historian Bill Baker greeted those in attendance and spoke 
briefly on the relative importance of the small battle that occurred in Augusta on September 27, 1863. He presented the 
Augusta City Council with two replicas of a 1860’s civil war era 34 star round American flag. One was to be used, while 
the other was folded for display at the Clooney Community Center as a historical reminder of the war and Augusta, 
Brooksville, and Bracken County’s part and sacrifices made during that time. 

After the flag presentation, Mr. Baker read a report filed by Joseph Doniphan, Mayor of the City of Augusta wrote on 
September 29, 1863 to Major General Wright. In the report, Doniphan lists the names of those killed and those suffering 
substantial property damage as homes and buildings were set afire as they retreated from Augusta to Brooksville. The 
damage at the time was estimated to reach $100,000. 

The song, “Battle of Augusta” was played after Mr. Baker recounted the events of September 27, 1863. Another local 
historian and author, Caroline Miller, gave information on the battle to local Bluegrass musician, Pat Feagan, who with the 
help of Kenny Courtney and Elliott Lindsay, set the lyrics written by Gary Carmack to music. 

In conclusion, Mr. Baker spoke briefly on the events of the weekend and of new historical markers to be placed around 
the city at historically significant civil war era homes with QR codes that enables visitors to scan the information to their 
smartphones. 

Many great events were held over the weekend including a ball at the Baker-Bird Winery and a musical finale by the 
Bracken County High School Choir and the Community Band. Pictures of events can be seen in this week’s issue and will 
conclude in next week’s issue.

Hunter Education 
Course to be held 
this Sat., Oct. 6 

It’s that time of year 
again, time for the Hunter 
Education Course to be held 
in Bracken County at the 
County Extension Office 
this Sat., Oct. 6 at 8 a.m. un¬ 
til completion. With many 
hunting seasons already un¬ 
der way and many more to 
come in the next months it is 
the perfect time to get your 
hunters’ education card. Ev¬ 
eryone the age of twelve and 
over, born on or after January 
1, 1975 is required a hunters’ 
education card to participate 
in hunting activities also 
those who plan on hunting 
in some other states are re¬ 
quired no matter age. Twelve 
years old is when youth are 
required to get the card and 
they may take the course as 
young as ten. Every state rec¬ 
ognizes each others’ hunter 
education cards as Kentucky 
recognizes all other states. 

This 10 hour training 
course includes study in 
hunter ethics, wildlife con¬ 
servation and identification, 
field care of game, trapping, 
first aid, firearm safety, ar¬ 
chery and muzzleloading. 
The last session of the course 
will include a written test 
and a live fire exercise. The 
class room portion of the 
course online may be taken 
online or by checking out an 
interactive CD-ROM at the 
county library. The online or 
CD-ROM versions include 
a quiz between each sec¬ 
tion that must be passed to 
complete and continue to the 
written test and live sections. 
If either is done you are re¬ 
quired to bring a copy of the 
course completion and a no¬ 
tarized copy of the affidavit 
to the Extension Office by 1 
p.m. on October 6 to com¬ 
plete the written test and the 
live fire portions. The course 
is a classroom style setting 
with video and hand outs of 
course material. Breaks are 
taken when needed and for 
lunch so make plans accord¬ 
ingly.

Howdy Folks! Just when 
we thought we had it all 
figured out, they changed 
the rules on us! We received 
an e-mail last week from 
the Division of Waste 
Management regarding the 
recycling of plastic bottles 
and more specifically, the 
bottle tops. It seems that the 
Association of Postconsumer 
Plastic Recyclers (APR) 
has asked that the caps and 
closures on plastic bottles 
be left on to recycle. This 
change is completely 
opposite of what we have 
been preaching for eight years 
and is certainly going to take 
some getting used to because 
it has become such a habit 
to remove the tops of plastic 
containers before tossing 
them into the recycling bag! 
Over the years the recycling 
collection and processing 
technology have improved 
so much that these caps have 
a different makeup. Demand 
for the recyclable material 
has also increased and this 
allows for the updated caps- 
on recycling message and 
process. 

This change will be 
permanent and in the long 
run will make recycling 
easier which will hopefully 
encourage more folks to 
develop the recycling habit! 
With caps left on, it will 
definitely reduce the odor 
factor both in the home and 
in the trailers. We called the 
Mason County Recycling 
Center to get their input on 
the subject and Bill told us 
that the best scenario for 
recycling bottles with the 
caps on is to screw the cap on 
loosely. Too tight and the lids 
blow off during baling, and 
just stuck onto the top of the 
bottle allows the top to fall 
off and not get recovered. So 
when replacing those caps, 
give it a couple of turns and 
it should be secure enough 
to get recycled, yet loose

or 759-7280 


enough to allow air to escape 
during the baling process. 

Caps are made out of 
high density polyethylene 
(HDPE) and polypropylene 
(PP) and these plastics are 
in high demand in both 
domestic and export markets. 
During the recycling process, 
bottles and caps are ground 
into flakes before being 
vigorously washed. After 
these materials are washed 
they are separated during 
a water bath float/sink 
process which allows the 
cap material to float and the 
PET bottle material to sink. 
The float/sink step reminds 
us of the milking process 
that farmers carried on years 
ago. After straining the milk 
into the large milk cans, 
enough milk was taken out 
for family needs and usually 
stored in gallon or half¬ 
gallon canning jars. It didn’t 
take too long for the cream 
and milk to separate with the 
cream rising to the top of the 
jar. The taste of Grandma’s 
homemade butter made from 
that cream is still a treasured 
memory! Anyway, once the 
two different types of plastic 
flakes are separated, they are 
then made into new items. 

To attract more recyclers, 
companies are trying hard 
to make recycling easy and 
convenient. An unlimited 
supply of recycling material 
is the key to conserving our 
limited natural resources. 
Alcoa stated recently that 
the aluminum giant would 
be investing $2 million 
over the next three years 
to encourage domestic 
recycling with the goal of 
increasing the recycling rate 
by twenty percentage points. 
Every can that is recycled 
saves energy and money, 
reduces our environmental 
impact, creates economic 
opportunities in U.S. 
communities and improves 
lives. Last week Deputy 
Chris Baker passed away, and 
he worked hard to improve 
the lives of his fellow 
Bracken County residents. 
His compassionate and 
caring ways will be missed 
and our sincerest sympathy is 
extended to his family. Please 
do your best to RECYCLE, 
REUSE and REDUCE to 
keep God’s earth clean, green 
and beautiful!

Volunteers needed 
to assist children 
in foster care in 
Bracken, Campbell, 
Kenton and Mason 
counties 

Citizen Foster Care 
Review Boards that serve 
Bracken, Campbell, Ken¬ 
ton and Mason counties are 
seeking volunteers to make 
a difference in the lives of 
local children in foster care. 
Volunteers are needed to re¬ 
view cases of children placed 
in foster care because of de¬ 
pendency, neglect and abuse 
to ensure these children are 
placed in safe, permanent 
homes as quickly as possible. 
Volunteers are not required to 
reside in the county where a 
board meets. 

The Kentucky General 
Assembly created the Citizen 
Foster Care Review Board, 
or CFCRB, in 1982 as a way 
to decrease the time children 
spend in foster care. CFCRB 
volunteers review Cabinet for 
Health and Family Services 
files on children placed in 
out-of-home care and work 
with the cabinet and courts 
on behalf of the state’s fos¬ 
ter children. The volunteer 
reviewers help ensure that 
children receive the neces¬ 
sary services while in foster 
care and are ultimately placed 
in permanent homes. 

The CFCRBs for Brack¬ 
en, Campbell, Kenton and 
Mason counties meet month¬ 
ly in the Northern Kentucky 
area. Meeting schedules vary 
by board and there is a need 
for volunteers during the day 
and in the evening. A training 
for new volunteers is sched¬ 
uled to take place Oct. 12 in 
Boone County. 

All volunteers must com¬ 
plete a six-hour initial training 
session and consent to a crimi¬ 
nal record and central registry 
check. A recommendation is 
then made to the chief judge 
of the District Court or Fam¬ 
ily Court for appointment.

Kentuckians get chance 
at polls to ensure right 
to hunt and fish 

Kentuckians get the 
opportunity during next 
month’s elections to con¬ 
stitutionally solidify their 
hunting and fishing heritage 
by voting for a constitu¬ 
tional amendment that guar¬ 
antees their personal right 
to hunt, fish and harvest 
wildlife through traditional 
methods. 

The 2011 Kentucky 
General Assembly over¬ 
whelmingly passed House 
Bill 1, also known as “The 
Right to Hunt and Fish,” 
which established a ballot 
initiative during the Novem¬ 
ber 2012 general election. 

The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources worked closely 
with the bill’s sponsors, as 
did the League of Kentucky 
Sportsmen and the Nation¬ 
al Rifle Association. The 
Commonwealth is seeking 
to join more than a dozen 
other states that already 
have passed constitutional 
hunting or fishing guaran¬ 
tees, including Arkansas, 
Alabama, California, South 
Carolina, Georgia, Louisi¬ 
ana, Minnesota, Montana, 
North Dakota, Oklahoma, 
Rhode Island, Vermont, 
Virginia, Wisconsin and 
Alaska. 

Idaho and Nebraska 
voters also get the chance 
to amend their constitutions 
with similar amendments 
next month. 

The full text of the HB1/ 
Constitutional Amendment 
reads: 


“The citizens of Ken¬ 
tucky have the personal right 
to hunt, fish, and harvest 
wildlife, using traditional 
methods, subject only to 
statutes enacted by the Leg¬ 
islature, and to administra¬ 
tive regulations adopted by 
the designated state agency 
to promote wildlife con¬ 
servation and management 
and to preserve the future of 
hunting and fishing. Public 
hunting and fishing shall be 
a preferred means of man¬ 
aging and controlling wild¬ 
life. This section shall not 
be construed to modify any 
provision of law relating to 
trespass, property rights, or 
the regulation of commer¬ 
cial activities.” 

Preserving Kentucky ’ s 
rich hunting and fishing her¬ 
itage remains central, but 
hunting, fishing and wild- 
life-related recreation also 
are tremendous economic 
engines in today’s Com¬ 
monwealth. They generate 
more than $3 billion in eco¬ 
nomic impact and 34,000 
jobs annually. They produce 
nearly $209 million in state 
and local tax revenues. 

“Kentucky was known 
as the Happy Hunting 
Ground long before it be¬ 
came a state, and Kentucki¬ 
ans today still enjoy hunting 
and fishing at higher rates 
than the national average,” 
said Dr. Jon Gassett, com¬ 
missioner of the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “We are 
fortunate to have the chance 
next month at the polls to 
join many other states that 
have already taken steps to 
ensure that heritage contin¬ 
ues for our grandchildren 
and theirs.”

ing the score to 23 to 8. The 
Lady Bears were able to re¬ 
cord one more point before 
Augusta closed out the first 
set 25-9.
